The primary reason for 
cleaning is to bring out the 
real beauty and true color 
of a coin as well as to pro- 
tect it from corrosion ac- 
cording to the new philoso- 
phy in practice. They want 
to see the actual coinage 
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tion showed that the deci- 
mal series had reached a 
peak and that TYPE coins, 
tokens, paper money, were 
in demand and making new 
highs. 

One thing that impress- 
ed me was the new trend 
in Canadian numismatics, 
which is TYPE coljecting. 
There is now a compara- 
ble situation there to that 
which existed in the Unit- 
ed States five of six years 
ago. At that time the U.S. 
collector was making up 
his sets of coins by dates 
and mintmarks and _ this 
brought many millions ot 
new collectors into the 
field, but each succeeding 
year Saw a sharp rise in 
the prices of all numisma- 
tic material, until it reach- 
ed a point where the aver- 
age collector could not af- 
ford to complete his sets. 
A series of coin boards and 
holders were then issued 
for only dates, leaving out 
the mintmarks, and even 
this method proved too 
costly, so the trend veered 
to TYPE coins.

reported that coins valued 
at $59,000 had been stolen 
from a safe in his home. 

This rounds out the im- 
portant robberies and 
thefts, but there were many 
more, including the old 
standby, thefts from the 
trunks of automobiles 
parked for a short period 
by the owners 

Safe deposit boxes are 
becoming more and more 
difficult to obtain in the 
Boston area and insurance 
vates will no doubt increase 
until this wave of robber- 
ies is stopped. 

The first good news per- 
taining to all of these loss- 
es was the announcement 
by the FBI. that they had 
raided the office of John 
W. Reisen, a prominent 
Chicago coin dealer and on 
September 6, charged him 
with violation of interstate 
transportation of stolen 
property. They said Reisen 
had in his possession 68 
coins stolen from the Uni- 
versity library at Yale. 
This was the first break 
that police have received 
in the string of major New 
E ngland thefts, and it is 

more encourag- 
announcements will be 
forthcoming from the F_B.I. 

This group of thieves 
seemed to hit certain sec- 
tions of the country and 
concentrated on one area. 
They are well informed, it 


seems, as to values and 
carry out their work with 
efficiency. 


Temporarily, the only 
thing that can be done is 
to have ample insurance, a 
complete listing of your 
coin collection, with prices 
paid, identifying marks, 
and photos whenever pos- 
sible. Many collections are 
now kept in safe deposit 
vaults, but this is a large 
handicap for a_ collector 
who likes to handle and 
exhibit his coins. 

Countermeasure 

John Ford of New Neth- 
erlands Coin Company, has 
come up with the excellent 
idea of photographing a 
certain number of coins 
from each collection and if 
any coins should be re- 
covered, these_ photos 
would be the ultimate in 
proving who the rightful

Remember — it is es- 
sential to obtain the finest 
condition possible, except 
the series where pieces are 
rather expensive and sel- 
dom obtainable. Then one 
might settle for coins in 
“very fine” or “extra fine” 
condition, or a lower grade 
in the rare items. 

I would like to mention 
a few Canadian type coins 
of special interest, such as 
the 1858 twenty cent piece. 
This denomination was is- 


‘sued for only one year and 


many have been melted 
down and mutilated. 

The TYPES of Canadian 
silver dollars have already 
become popular and with 
the surge of TYPE collect- 
ing over the next few 
years, will continue to be 
of interest to both collec- 
tors and investors alike. 

Victoria coins in silver 
are becoming more and 
more difficult to obtain in 
nice condition and should 
be purchased as soon as 
possible. — 

Besides the regular deci- 
mal series, the coins of
